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G.  F.  HANDEL  :  MUSICIAN

As  far  as  I  know  only  one  musician  appears  on  an  English  token.  The  composers 
of  the  eighteenth  century  were  mostly  of  foreign  birth  ,  as  was  Handel,  but  as  he  spent 
the  last  forty-five  years  of  his  life  in  this  country  and  was  naturalised  in  1726  he  was 
considered  sufficiently  English  to  be  represented  on  a  token  issued  by  a  Covent 
Garden  musical  instrument  maker  and  on  another  by  a  Norwich  musician. 

Handel  was  born  at  Halle  in  Saxony  in  1685  and  it  was  intended  by  his  father  that 
he  should  enter  the  legal  profession  and,  noting  the  boy’s  propensity  to  music, 
endeavoured  to  keep  all  instruments  from  the  home.  But  the  lad  arranged  secretly 
for  a  small  clavichord  to  be  placed  in  the  attic  and  practised  when  the  family  was 
asleep.  Eventually  his  father  was  induced  to  allow  him  to  give  expression  to  his 
youthful  genius.  He  made  rapid  progress  and  at  the  age  of  ten  composed  a  set  of 
sonatas,  and  at  fourteen  came  under  the  notice  of  the  King  of  Prussia.  In  1703  whilst 
at  Hamburg  he  fought  a  duel  with  another  musician  and  a  lunge  from  this  man  was 
prevented  from  penetrating  his  heart  by  its  being  broken  against  a  large  button  and 
a  music  score  which  Handel  happened  to  have  buttoned  under  his  coat.  In  1710  he 
i  was  appointed  to  the  court  of  the  Elector  of  Hanover  but  he  took  frequent  leaves  of 
lengthy  absence  to  try  his  fortunes  in  London  and  this  greatly  displeased  the  Elector. 
When  the  latter  succeeded  to  the  English  throne  as  George  I,  to  put  it  mildly,  there 
was  awkwardness. 

The  story  goes  that  Baron  Kielmansegge,  a  friend  of  both  the  king  and  Handel, 
asked  the  musician  to  compose  some  music  for  a  river  festival  which  would  be 
attended  by  the  royal  party.  The  result  was  the  celebrated  “Water  Music”  conducted 
by  Handel  in  a  boat  that  followed  the  royal  barge  on  the  Thames.  The  king  was 
delighted  with  it  and  enquired  who  was  the  author.  Kielmansegge  told  him  and 
offered  an  apology  for  Handel’s  earlier  neglect  of  his  duties.  The  king  accepted  this 
and  at  once  restored  Handel  to  favour.  There  is  some  doubt  as  to  the  authenticity  of 
this  story  because  the  river  party  took  place  in  August  1715  but  the  “Water  Music” 
was  not  produced  until  1717.  Furthermore  in  July  1716  the  king  went  on  a  holiday  to 
Hanover  and  Handel  accompanied  him  which  would  indicate  he  was  restored  to 
favour  before  the  river  festival. 

From  1717  to  1720  Handel  was  choirmaster  to  the  Duke  of  Chandos  and  director 
of  his  private  chapel  at  Canons  near  Edgware,  with  complete  independence  to  direct 
the  choir,  play  the  organ  and  write  music.  During  these  years,  amongst  other  items, 
he  composed  twelve  anthems,  the  oratorio  “Esther”  and  opera  “Acis  and  Galatea”. 
During  the  next  twenty  years  he  composed  dozens  of  operas  and  fifteen  oratorios 
until  the  year  1741  witnessed  the  production  at  Dublin  of  the  wonderful  “Messiah”, 
probably  the  most  popular  of  any  oratorio  ever  written.  Handel  composed  this  in 
three  weeks,  during  which  time  he  scarcely  touched  food  or  drink,  and  in  1742  when 
produced  in  London  it  was  a  tremendous  success.  The  king  was  present  and  he  and 
his  attendants  rose  to  their  feet  during  the  Hallelujah  Chorus  thereby  creating  a 
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precedent  which  has  remained  as  a  custom.  Handel  spoke  of  composing  this  chorus 
under  the  influence  of  great  emotion — “I  did  think  I  did  see  all  Heaven  before  me — 
and  the  great  God  Himself.” 

As  many  musicians  have  done  since  his  time  Handel  gave  his  services  for  chari¬ 
table  causes  and  the  Coram  Foundling  Hospital,  then  in  Bloomsbury,  was  specially 
favoured  by  organ  recitals  which  added  thousands  of  pounds  to  the  funds.  The 
secretary  of  the  Thomas  Coram  Foundation  informs  me  that  in  their  museum  is  a 
fair  copy  of  the  “Messiah”  presented  by  Handel,  the  original  score  being  in  the 
British  Museum. 

Many  more  oratorios  followed: — “Judas  Maccabeus,”  “Samson”,  “Jephthah”, 
until  failing  eyesight  ended  his  output  in  1752.  He  died  on  April  4,  1759  and  was 
buried  in  Poets’  Corner,  Westminster  Abbey  where  there  is  a  fine  monument  to  his 
memory  by  the  famous  French  sculptor,  Roubiliac.  Another  statue  by  the  same 
sculptor,  originally  in  Vauxhall  Gardens,  was  acquired  by  Messrs  Novello  &  Co. 
and  displayed  in  the  entrance  hall  of  their  former  premises  in  Wardour  Street.  In 
1974  it  was  sold  to  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum. 

The  token  issued  by  the  instrument  maker  Thomas  Dodd  depicts  a  profile  bust 
of  Handel  facing  right  with  the  words  “Instruments  Tun’d  &  Lent  to  Hire”.  On  the 
reverse  a  lyre  with  two  legends,  the  outer  “Dodd’s  cheap  shop  for  musical  instru¬ 
ments”  the  inner  “New  St.  Covent  Garden”. 

The  rare  Norwich  token  depicts  a  bust  of  Handel  facing  left  and  on  the  reverse 
a  view  of  the  west  front  of  Norwich  Cathedral  with  1797  in  the  exergue.  It  has  an 
edge  reading  “Payable  by  Hardingham — Musician”. 

In  “The  Token  Coinage  of  Warwickshire”  W.  J.  Davis  enumerates  nineteen 
Coventry  tokens  depicting  Handel  on  each  with  reverses  illustrating  the  city  gates, 
churches,  schools  and  other  public  buildings,  in  many  cases  bearing  the  date  of 
erection.  These  were  made  by  Kempson  obviously  for  sale  to  collectors,  are  rare,  and 
usually  found  in  perfect  condition. 

THE  ARMSTRONG  AND  LEGGE’  (Recte  KNOX  ?) 
HALFPENCE  IRISH  WITH  DATES  1680/1/2/3/4

In  a  recent  note  ( Seaby  Coin  &  Medal  Bulletin ,  718  (June  1978),  pp.  174-6), 
Mr.  J.  S.  Powell  writes :- 

New  letters  patent  were  drawn  up  in  1681,  and  Armstrong,  associated  with  Legge 
received  a  21  year  monopoly  for  coining  Irish  farthings.  These  were  to  be  far  different 
in  design  and  weight  from  the  1661  issues.  They  were  heavier,  and  bore  a  full  wigged 
profile  of  Charles  II,  with  an  elegant  crowned  harp — disguising  the  fact  that  if  construc¬ 
ted  according  to  that  design  a  real  frame  would  immediately  collapse  under  the  tension 
necessary  for  the  strings. 

These  coins  are  attractive  pieces  when  in  good  condition.  Silver  proofs  were  made 
as  well  as  varieties  in  the  size  of  the  lettering.  Being  of  good  size  and  minted  in  quantity 
these  coins  successfully  drove  out  of  circulation  the  private  tokens  struck,  “without 
any  authority”. 
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Issue  must  be  taken  with  Mr.  Powell  on  two  grounds.  Firstly  the  new  coins  are  not 
farthings  but  halfpence — indeed,  even  a  farthing  pattern  has  still  to  be  recorded 
{cf.  P.  Seaby  ed.3  Coins  and  Tokens  of  Ireland  (London,  1970),  p.  72).  The  very 
illustration  used  by  Mr.  Powell  and  going  back  to  Simon’s  Essay  of  1749  makes  the 
point.  Secondly,  and  again  the  illustration  must  put  the  critical  reader  on  his  guard, 
the  series  begins  with  coins  dated  1680,  and  these  are  far  too  numerous  to  be  dismissed 
as  patterns  struck  in  anticipation  of  ‘letters  patent  drawn  up  in  1681’  even  if  they 
did  not  occur  in  obviously  circulated  condition  {cf.  M.  Dolley  &  K.  W.  H.  Glass  in 
Irish  Numismatics  9,  1,  pp.  7-9).  There  is  the  further  consideration  that  silver  proofs 
of  the  halfpence  are  known  with  dates  1680  and  1681  (Seaby,  op.  cit.,  p.  97:  Dolley 
&  Glass,  op.  cit.3  p.  7). 

The  solution  of  these  difficulties  appears  to  be  provided  by  reference  back  to  the 
original  sources  which  are  conveniently  transcribed  by  the  late  Philip  Nelson  on 
pp.  65-70  of  his  Coinage  of  Ireland  in  Copper ,  Tin  and  Pewter  (London,  1905).  What 
seems  to  have  happened  is  that  a  reference  to  the  thirty-second  year  of  Charles  II 
has  been  calculated  from  30  January  1649,  but  with  the  first  ‘year’  ending  on  24 
March  1649,  and  so  amounting  to  little  more  than  seven  weeks.  On  this  exceptional 
but  not  unprecedented  computation,  the  thirty-second  year  of  Charles  II  extends 
from  25  March  1680  until  24  March  1681.  The  story  of  the  halfpence  in  fact  goes 
back  to  1678.  On  29  November  of  that  year  Sir  Thomas  Armstrong  (1624-1684)  and 
Colonel  George  Legge  (1648-1691)  appointed  Richard  Butler,  Earl  of  Arran  {d. 
1686),  and  Sir  Nicholas  Armourer  their  attorneys  to  negotiate  with  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  on  behalf  of  the  Crown  for  a  revision  of  the  nearly  expired  14  December 
1660  {pace  Mr.  Powell,  and  for  the  same  reason,  not  1661)  patent  to  strike  farthings 
granted  to  Armstrong’s  homonymous  father.  That  difficulties  were  anticipated  could 
be  thought  to  be  suggested  by  the  choice  of  intermediaries — Arran  was  the  second 
son  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  the  great  Duke  of  Ormonde  (1610-1688) — and  by  the 
promise  to  them  of  a  third  share  in  the  profits  arising  from  the  new  grant  which 
contemplated  the  striking  of  halfpence  as  well  as  farthings.  As  Mr.  Powell  rightly 
points  out,  1679  was  an  unlucky  year  for  Armstrong  who  was  forbidden  the  royal 
presence  and  the  Court,  and  who  later  withdrew  to  Flanders.  Early  in  1680,  however, 
his  star  once  more  was  in  the  ascendant,  and  it  was  on  18  May  of  that  year  that 
the  virtual  consortium  of  Armstrong,  Legge,  Butler  and  Armourer  obtained  the 
coveted  letters  patent  in  favour  of  two  first  named  for  the  striking  of  copper  half¬ 
pence.  Farthings  appear  not  to  have  been  mentioned. 

At  once  a  new  difficulty  arose,  and  again  the  interlude  is  passed  over  by  Mr. 
Powell.  An  entrepreneur  was  needed  actually  to  strike  the  new  halfpence  which 
were  too  large  and  too  heavy  to  be  produced  on  the  relatively  light  presses  which 
had  coped  with  the  20-grain  farthings  of  the  early  1660’s.  Such  a  man  of  affairs  was 
very  soon  found  in  the  person  of  Alderman  John  Knox  of  Dublin,  and  we  do  well 
to  remember  that  he  had  access  to,  if  he  did  not  actually  own,  the  machinery  which 
had  turned  out  early  in  1675  the  ‘St.  Patrick’s’  halfpenny-sized  half-groats  {cf. 
M.  Dolley  &  M.  Warhurst  in  Irish  Numismatics  10,  5,  pp.  161-3:  M.  Dolley,  ibid. 
11,  1,  p.  39)  as  well  as  the  abortive  Corporation  ‘Long  live  the  King’  halfpence  of 
1679.  Knox  was  a  man  of  substance,  and  on  17  June  1680  the  consortium  assigned 
the  patent  to  him  for  a  single  payment  of  £1,500.  Thus  the  new  grant  was  worth 
£500  apiece  to  Armstrong  and  Legge,  and  £250  apiece  to  Butler  and  Armourer — 
less  certain  expenses — and  this  without  them  having  to  bestir  themselves  for  one 
moment  to  remedy  Ireland’s  crying  need  for  acceptable  small  change.  To  be  noted 
is  the  date;  Mr.  Powell  is  in  error  when  he  claims  that  ‘the  coining  patent  passed  to 
John  Knox  .  .  .  with  the  death  of  Legge  and  the  fall  of  Armstrong’,  and  the  validity 
in  law  of  the  1680  assignment  in  fact  would  be  tested  and  upheld  in  1685. 
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Thus  the  1680  halfpence  Irish  belong  after  17  June  1680  and  before  25  March 
1681,  and  the  fact  that  they  are  relatively  common  in  collections  today  must  suggest 
that  Knox  was  quickly  off  the  mark  with  an  issue  that  had  to  be  large  if  he  was  to 
see  a  reasonable  return  on  a  substantial  enough  investment.  There  is  evidence,  too, 
that  he  did  not  abuse  the  monopoly.  On  23  October  1685  James  II  granted  Knox, 
by  now  Lord  Mayor  of  Dublin,  a  free  licence  confirming  and  continuing  the  ‘letters 
patent  &c.,  of  the  eighteenth  of  May  1680  [sic]*,  and  on  29  December  1685  followed 
this  up  with  new  letters  patent  providing  for  any  unexpired  term  of  the  grant  to 
pass  to  Knox’s  heirs.  Clearly  it  was  immaterial  that  George  Legge,  now  Baron 
Dartmouth,  was  the  new  king’s  righthand  man — pace  Mr.  Powell  he  died  in  1691 
and  not  in  1685 — while  Thomas  Armstrong  had  been  seized  in  his  native  Holland, 
brought  to  London  and  executed  for  high  treason  on  20  June  1684.  Again  Mr. 
Powell  is  in  error  when  he  claims  that  Armstrong’s  fall  followed  instead  of  preceded 
James’  accession.  Party  politics  in  London  played  no  part  in  the  confirmation  in 
1685  of  the  assignment  of  1680.  To  use  modern  slang,  Knox  prevailed  simply  and 
solely  because  he  had  been  ‘delivering  the  goods’.  His  coins  were  of  acceptable 
quality  where  the  authorities  were  concerned,  and  the  description  of  Armstrong  as 
‘deceased’  in  the  new  letters  patent  is  quite  remarkably  gentle  when  it  is  remembered 
that  Monmouths’  old  comrade  in  arms  had  died  on  the  scaffold  for  complicity  in 
the  Rye  House  Plot,  and  points  to  the  King’s  desire  that  Knox  should  continue  to 
render  a  real  service  to  the  commercial  community.  On  the  other  hand,  we  need  not 
suppose  that  Dublin’s  Lord  Mayor  was  out  of  pocket  on  the  transaction,  even  if  he 
had  ‘been  at  great  expence  in  providing  copper  &c.’,  and  even  if  the  charge  to  the 
Crown  of  £16  :  13  :  4  continuing  annually  under  the  new  grant  still  was  payable  in 
two  instalments.  Already  under  Charles  II  Knox  had  struck  halfpence  in  great 
quantity,  and  the  pattern  would  be  repeated  under  his  successor.  Leaving  aside  for 
another  occasion  the  post-Boyne  issues  of  1692/3/4  and  1696,  it  can  be  said  with 
confidence  that  the  profits  of  nine  years’  issues  of  copper  halfpence  Irish  are  unlikely 
to  have  proved  a  bad  return  on  an  investment  of  little  more  than  £1,650. 

As  we  have  seen,  the  grant  of  18  May  1680  was  assigned  to  Knox  within  a  month 
of  its  being  made — and  time  must  be  allowed  for  the  letters  patent  to  reach  Dublin 
and  for  the  lawyers  to  draw  up  the  solemn  indenture.  This  suggests  that  the  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  copper  halfpence  Irish  of  Charles  II  as  a  ‘coinage  of  Armstrong  and 
Legge’  is  misleading  if  not  downright  inaccurate.  For  all  practical  purposes  they 
are  coin  of  John  Knox,  and  those  who  have  worked  through  the  halfpence  Irish  in 
the  names  of  Charles  II,  James  II,  William  and  Mary,  and  William  III  will  recognize 
an  essential  continuity  which  does  not  stem  only  from  their  having  been  struck  on 
one  and  the  same  press. 

Historically  the  distinction  between  Armstrong  and  Legge  on  the  one  hand  and 
Knox  on  the  other  would  seem  not  unimportant.  The  Anglo-Irish  Ascendancy  in 
the  later  seventeenth  century  was  far  from  being  monolithic,  and  the  sober  and 
basically  upright  Knox  represented  a  solid  mercantile  interest  which  had  had  occasion 
more  than  once  to  regard  with  grave  misgivings  the  politicking  irresponsibilities  of 
underemployed  and  often  absentee  military  adventurers  juggling  with  largely 
speculative  land-grants  arising  out  of  the  Cromwellian  and  Caroline  Settlements. 
The  notorious  ‘covenanter’  Thomas  Blood  (1618-1680)  had  considerably  more  in 
common  with  ‘royalist’  Armstrong  than  a  Christian  name  and  an  army  title,  and 
even  Lord  Dartmouth  demolishing  the  defences  of  Tangier  or  governing  the  Tower 
of  London  is  light-years  away  from  the  world  of  Dublin  commerce  that  is  the 
background  of  a  coinage  which  Mr.  Powell  quite  rightly  deems  neglected  by  modern 
students.

The  Mystery  surrounding  Henry  Frowick,  another  of  Henry  Ill’s 

Long-Cross  Moneyers.

Isern  was  the  Old  English  word  for  iron.  Isen  was  a  typical  early  London  dialect 
form.  Thus  we  arrive  at  the  name  ‘Ismongerlane’  or  ‘Ysmongerlane’  and  ‘Ismong 
strete’  all  meaning  the  lane  or  street  of  the  ironmongers.  It  lay  in  an  area  of  land  in  the 
north  west  corner  cf  the  old  City  boundaries  one  of  a  number  of  roads  more  or  less 
parallel  with  one  another  and  running  north  from  Cheapside  to  Catte  Street.  The  road 
immediately  to  the  east  of  Ironmonger  lane  was  by  the  17th  century  known  as  Old 
Jewry,  a  name  to  conjure  memories  of  past  inhabitants.  Indeed,  whilst  the  evidence 
of  the  13th  century  does  not  suggest  a  ghetto  in  the  strict  sense  of  the  term  neverthe¬ 
less  it  does  imply  that  here  was  the  business  quarters  of  the  Jews  and  that  they  held  a 
substantial  amount  of  land  and  property  in  the  area.  This  information  will,  I  hope, 
set  the  scene  for  the  story  that  is  about  to  follow. 

On  May  5th  12421  Robert,  the  parson  of  St.  Werburgh’s,  and  keeper  of  the  King’s 
converts  (from  Judaism)  of  London  received  200  marks  with  which  to  buy  land  for  the 
converts.  Sharing  responsibility  for  this  was  Laurence  de  Frowick,  later  to  be  a 
sheriff  of  London.  Already  we  see  an  association  of  sorts  between  the  de  Frowicks 
and  the  Jews.  It  will  also  be  seen  that  I  have  deliberately  used  the  de  Frowick  name  in 
a  family  sense,  for,  whilst  I  can  find  no  direct  evidence  to  connect  the  various  indi¬ 
viduals,  circumstantial  evidence  relating  to  persons  and  places  with  whom  they  had 
dealings  lends  weight  to  such  a  belief. 

From  about  this  time  the  fortunes  of  the  de  Frowicks  begin  to  take  an  upward 
turn  and  in  February  1247  there  is  evidence2  that  Henry  de  Frowick  is  a  goldsmith. 
The  following  month  (reason  unknown)  Laurence  together  with  a  certain  Simon  son 
of  Mary,  was  amerced  of  £20  before  the  king,  the  money  being  used  for  the  completion 
of  the  king’s  stew  at  Kennington.  Hardly  an  upward  turn’  for  Laurence  but  evidence, 
if  somewhat  of  a  negative  nature,  of  his  monetary  status  at  that  time.  By  mid  1248 
Henry  de  Frowick  had  been  appointed  a  London  moneyer  although  he  was  not  to 
receive  a  grant  of  a  die  for  life  until  some  eight  years  later.  In  1249  Walter  de  Frowick 
farmed  lands  at  Benchsham(  ?)  to  William  Hardel  who,  until  but  a  short  time  pre¬ 
vious,  had  been  Master  of  the  mints  of  London  and  Canterbury  and  then  Master  of 
the  Mint  throughout  England. 

On  the  8th  of  December  1975  Sotheby’s  offered  for  sale  by  auction  along  with 
other  similar  lots  “A  fine  early  charter  relating  to  land  in  the  vicinity  of  London”. 
It  was  a  confirmation  by  Humphrey  de  Bohun,  Earl  of  Hereford  and  Essex  to  Henry 
de  Frowick  of  the  land  which  he  had  bought  in  South  Mimms  from  Ernulph  de 
Maundevil  with  the  right  to  graze  all  of  his  animals  etc.,  etc.,  and  was  issued  c.  1250. 

The  year  1252  saw  the  occasion  of  the  marriage  of  Margaret,  the  daughter  of 
Henry  III,  to  the  king  of  Scotland  and  on  June  20th  of  that  year  Henry  Frowick 
received  the  following  account  for  various  articles  which  were  to  form  part  of  the 
brides  dowry  and/or  the  ceremonial  of  the  wedding.3

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At  the  same  time  Peter  de  Frowick  received  a  payment  of  £16  Os.  6^d  for 
jewels,  also  for  the  royal  marriage,  but  whereas  we  may  read  of  further  payments  to 
Henry  de  Frowick  in  1253,  1255  and  1257  which  totalled  £31  13  4d  (presents  for 
Margaret  or  offerings  to  the  Church),  Peter  de  Frowick’s  affairs  were  about  to  take  a 
disasterous  change  for  a  reason  which  at  first  might  appear  to  be  beyond  compre¬ 
hension — he  decided  to  abandon  the  Christian  faith  in  favour  of  Judaism. 

To  obtain  as  complete  a  picture  as  possible  of  the  situation  at  the  time  we  must 
draw  upon  four  sources  of  information  viz.  Calendars  of  Patent,  Charter  and  Liberate 
Rolls  and  the  Calendar  of  Inquisitions  Vol  1.  On  November  3rd  1252  a  certain  Adam 
de  Basing  was  witness  to  a  land  grant  in  the  parish  of  St  Mary  of  Nuecherch  along 
with  other  witnesses  one  of  whom  was  Laurence  de  Frowick.4  Adam  Basing  had 
been  made  Lord  Mayor  of  London  during  the  previous  year.  He  belonged  to  a  family 
which  had  originally  come  from  Basingstoke  in  Hampshire  but  had  settled  in  the 
city  before  1200  and  had  already  produced  one  Lord  Mayor  in  the  person  of  Solomon 
Basing  in  1216.  It  is  not  surprising  therefore  to  find  in  the  Calendar  of  Inquisitions 
Vol.  1  a  reference  to  the  ward  of  Adam  de  Basing,5  which  must  surely  have  been 
Basinghall  and,  at  that  time,  took  in  part  at  least  of  Ironmonger  Lane.  The  reference 
refers  to  the  verdict  of  the  men  of  the  ward  concerning  lands  which  were  of  the  said 
Peter  (de  Frowick).  There  is  no  date  and  the  writ  has  been  lost  but  fortunately  there 
are  other  cross  references  which  we  can  make  use  of.  The  land  was  that  upon  which 
thirteen  shops  stood.  Each  had  an  upper  chamber  and  a  cellar  and  all  were  let  to 
tenants  with  a  total  annual  value  of  £8  :  16  :  8d.  It  was  further  stated  that  a  Master 
Thomas  Eswy  (; remember  that  name)  held  the  chief  house  in  Ismongerelane  which  he 
received  from  the  said  Peter  in  the  husting  (court)  by  the  king’s  writ  by  default  made 
by  the  said  Peter.  The  house  was  then  let  for  an  annual  rent  of  £5.  The  nature  of  the 
default  may  be  found  first  in  an  entry  of  the  Calendar  of  Patent  Rolls  1247-1258 
for  October  8th  1254: — 6 

“Grant  to  Master  Henry  the  king’s  surgeon  in  compensation  of  his  yearly  fee 
of  £10  at  the  Exchequer  of  whatever  can  pertain  to  the  king  in  the  city  of  London 
of  the  lands  late  of  Peter  de  Frowike,  who  abandoned  the  Christian  faith,  as  it  is 
said  ...”  Information  contained  in  a  liberate  issued  some  eight  months  later  on 
June  20th  1255 7  confirmed  that  he  had  in  fact  received  the  thirteen  shops  of  Peter  de 
Frowick.  It  also  confirmed  that  Henry  the  surgeon  was  dead.  Should  we  therefore  be 
surprised  if  later  we  find  them  in  someone  else’s  hands  and  who  more  likely  than  the 
person  who  had  already  received  “the  chief  house  in  Ismongerelane”,  Master  Thomas 
Eswy  ?  This  is  something  for  later  consideration  and  for  the  moment  we  must  allow 
the  story  to  return  to  the  main  character,  Henry  de  Frowick. 

Some  two  years  after  it  is  known  for  certain  that  Peter  had  abandoned  the 
Christian  faith  and  eight  years  after  being  appointed  a  moneyer  Henry  Frowick 
received  his  life  grant  of  a  die  at  the  London  mint  on  October  25th  12568.  Receiving 
grants  at  the  same  time  were  five  other  men,  Richard  Bonaventure,  David  de  Enefeld, 
Walter  de  Brussel,  William  de  Gloucestre,  and  John  Hardel.  For  a  reason  or  reasons 
now  lost  to  us  John  Hardel  was  not  accepted  by  the  rest  of  the  company.  By  mid 
March  1259  he  had  crossed  Philip  Luvel,  the  then  Treasurer  of  the  King,  and 
Philip  in  his  turn  had  used  his  influence  with  the  moneyers  so  that  they  denied  John 
Hardel  the  use  of  his  die.9  When  eventually  in  June  126010  the  dispute  was  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  justiciary  of  England,  Hugh  le  Bigod  and  the  Treasurer  of 
York,  John  Mansell,  and  the  moneyers  and  William  de  Gloucestre  as  Warden  were 
called  to  account  for  their  actions,  John  Hardel  had  lost  £40  income — or  so  he 
claimed.  Henry  Frowick  must  certainly  have  made  a  bitter  enemy. 

During  the  years  between  1260  and  1265  records  regarding  Henry  Frowick 
fall  silent  and  so  we  have  no  clue  to  where  his  loyalties  lay  in  the  ever  mounting  storm 
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between  king  and  barons.  Suffice  to  say  that  when  Simon  de  Montfort  fell  at  Eve¬ 
sham  in  August  1265  and  the  baronial  cause  collapsed  it  was  enough  that  Henry 
was  a  citizen  of  London.  London  was  ‘the  king’s  enemy’.  On  September  21st  instruc¬ 
tions  were  sent  under  the  king’s  seal  from  Winchester  to  confiscate  land  and  property 
of  all  suspected  of  being  sympathisers  with  or  actively  engaged  in  the  past  on  the 
side  of  the  ‘rebels’11.  Henry  lost  the  wardship  of  Stowe  in  the  county  of  Essex,  the 
Michaelmas  rents  from  there  amounting  to  5s.  6d;  land  at  Hilton  in  the  county  of 
Huntingdonshire  valued  at  £10;  a  messuage,  works(  ?)  and  196  acres  of  land  in  the 
county  of  Essex  valued  (rent  ?)  at  77s.12  There  is  nothing  to  suggest  however  in  any 
of  the  various  records  which  I  have  consulted  that  he  lost  property  in  the  City  of 
London  at  this  time,  a  fate  which  befell  many.  Indeed  such  evidence  as  there  is 
would  suggest  that  he  was  restored  to  a  position  of  trust  for  in  April  of  1266 13  he  was 
appointed  with  forty  eight  other  citizens  of  London  including  another  member  of 
the  Basing  family,  Thomas,  and  a  Ralph  le  Blunt  to  be  a  keeper  and  protector  of 
Jewish  persons  and  property.  This  was  an  arrangement  necessitated  by  the  injuries 
and  losses  which  the  Jews  had  sustained  during  ‘the  time  of  the  disturbances’.  Once 
more  a  Frowick  was  associated  with  the  Jews. 

Then  an  entry  in  the  Calendar  of  Patent  Rolls  1266-1272  makes  it  appear  as  if 
Henry  is  the  second  member  of  the  Frowick  family  to  change  his  faith  to  that  of 
Judaism: — 

July  15th  1267.  St.  Paul’s,  London. 

Grant  to  John  de  la  Lynde  of  those  houses  in  Ismongstrete  in  the  City  of  London, 
sometime  of  Henry  de  Frowick,  which  the  sometime  Master  Thomas  Asswick  held 
at  the  king’s  will  and  which  came  into  the  king’s  hands  because  the  said  Henry  was 
said  to  have  apostacised  (apostacasse)  saving  the  right  of  any. 

Personally,  I  think  that  we  are  witnessing  a  clerical  error  for  whatever  reason. 
Probably  a  genuine  error,  but  let  us  not  rule  out  malice  for  Henry  had  proved  himself 
capable  of  making  enemies.  For  a  reason  for  the  statement  being  an  error  we  must 
look  ahead  a  further  fifteen  years  to  the  year  1282.  The  Selden  Society  Vol.  15 
“Select  Pleas,  Starrs  and  Records  of  the  Jewish  Exchequer”  pages  119  and  120. 
Here  we  may  read  of  a  grant  of  property  made  by  Robert  de  Basing  in  the  parish  of 
St  Mary  Magdalene,  Milk  Street,  London  to  Cok  Hagin  (chief  rabbi  since  1281) 
son  of  Deulecresse,  Jew  of  London.  The  witnesses  to  the  deed  are  carefully  divided 
into  two  groups,  one  group  of  Christian  witnesses  and  one  group  of  Jewish  witnesses. 
Ralph  le  Blunt  (here  spelled  Blund)  and  Henry  de  Frowick  appear  very  definitely 
with  the  Christian  witnesses.  Thirty  five  years  have  passed  since  he  first  appeared  in 
the  records  as  a  prosperous  goldsmith.  He  is  becoming  an  old  man  by  medieval 
standards  but  the  period  of  time  elapsing  between  the  two  entries  gives  us  no  reason 
at  all  to  suppose  that  this  is  not  the  same  Henry.  In  fact  his  association  with  the 
Basing  family,  with  Ralph  le  Blunt  and  possibly  one  other  ‘Jewish  protector’  Geoffrey 
de  Rokesley  from  1266  supports  the  supposition  that  it  is  the  same  Henry  de  Frowick. 

What  interpretation  may  be  put  upon  the  facts  ?  Here,  for  consideration,  arc  those 
which  I  would  give. 

The  Frowick  family,  or  that  part  of  it  made  up  of  Laurence,  Walter,  Peter  and 
Henry,  though  not  of  the  Jewish  faith  themselves,  were  closely  associated  with  the 
Jews.  This  was  understandable  since  two  of  them  at  least  worked  in  or  held  property 
in  what,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  was  the  Jewish  quarter.  Furthermore  as  smiths 
dealing  in  gold  and  silver  they  would  recognise  the  asset  to  trading  and  high  finance 
which  the  Jews  provided.  They  were,  for  one  thing,  a  source  of  credit  facilities.  The 
Frowicks  were  accepted  by  the  Jews  (protector  and  witness  to  deeds)  in  a  manner  not 
likely  to  have  been  accorded  to  converts  from  the  Jewish  faith  so  I  cannot  think  that 
Peter  tfEturned  to  the  Jewish  faith,  a  prisoner  of  his  own  conscience.  He  could  not 
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have  embarked  upon  such  a  course  lightly  and  without  advice.  He  must  have  realised 
the  penalties  of  abandoning  his  faith.  Perhaps  I  am  a  romantic  but  I  think  he  married 
into  a  Jewish  family  thereby  not  only  gaining  a  (beautiful  ?)  wife  but  a  father-in-law 
who,  appreciating  his  skills  as  a  smith/business  man,  was  prepared  to  compensate  his 
loss  of  property.  Who  can  say  ? 

Peter’s  shops  and  a  house  in  Ismongerelane  were  forfeit  to  the  king,  the  shops 
being  given  first  to  Henry  the  Surgeon  and  on  his  death  to  Master  Thomas  Eswy 
who  already  held  the  house.  Thirteen  years  later,  when  the  property  is  granted  to 
John  de  la  Lynde,  the  cleric  drawing  up  the  new  grant  writes  down,  through  mis¬ 
reading  or  mis-  hearing  Thomas  Asswick  instead  of  Thomas  Eswy.  He  may  in  fact 
have  corrected  a  previous  error!  The  close  association  of  all  the  places  named  in 
evidence  over  the  years  make  it  obvious  that  Ismongstrete  and  Ismongerelane  are 
one  and  the  same.  Yet  how  does  one  account  for  Henry’s  name  appearing  in  the  1267 
grant  instead  of  Peter’s?  I  do  not  know.  Perhaps  it  was  just  human  error;  drifting 
thoughts;  malicious  thoughts  spoken  aloud  to  be  mistakenly  written  down  by  the 
cleric.  What  is  certain  is  that  the  available  evidence  points  away  from  Henry  de  Fro- 
wick  and  not  to  him.  I  believe  that  we  may  safely  say  that  Henry  de  Frowick,  some¬ 
time  moneyer  of  Henry  Ill’s  Long-Cross  coinage  was  not  a  proselyte  but  lived  and 
died,  in  name  at  least,  a  Christian.  R.I.P. 
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Greek  Coins  and  their  Values.  By  David  R.  Sear.  Volume  I:  Europe.  Seaby  Publications 
Ltd.,  London,  1978.  xl  +  317  pp.,  14  maps,  1500  photographs  of  coins.  Cloth,  22  by  15  cm.  £12.50 

In  this  handsome  volume,  Messrs.  Seaby  retread  anew  the  path  of  Gilbert  Askew  in  1951 
and  of  H.  A.  Seaby  and  the  late  Col.  Kozolubski  in  1959.  3395  coins  are  listed  (Spain,  Gaul, 
Britain,  Italy,  Sicily,  the  Balkans,  Greece,  the  Cyclades,  Crete,  and  a  representative  series  of  the 
Celtic  issues  of  western  and  central  Europe);  and  nearly  half  are  illustrated  from  the  National 
Collection,  by  the  matchless  skill  and  massive  patience  of  Frank  Purvey.  The  result  certainly 
ranks  among  the  most  useful  of  all  the  numismatic  books  which  Seaby’s  has  published,  and  in 
point  of  production  it  is  certainly  the  finest.  It  is  nicely  bound,  clearly  printed  in  well-set-out 
pages,  with  the  illustrations  handy  (as  in  the  Standard  Catalogue ),  and  tremendous  pains  have 
clearly  been  taken  to  ensure  accurate  proof-reading;  I  have  noticed  no  case  of  an  error  in  the 
Greek  transcriptions,  for  example.  David  Sear  deserves  our  felicitations,  and  Robert  Stockwell 
Ltd.  our  best  thanks. 

This  book  is  a  treasure-house  of  art — high  art,  middling  art — and  oddity;  and  the  eye  catches 
for  the  first  time  many  an  intriguing  detail  of  the  coins  themselves.  It  is  worth  remark  that  a 
modest  collection  of  Greek  coins  is  by  no  means  out  of  reach  today,  if  the  prices  suggested  are 
anything  to  go  by;  for  many  of  the  bronze  coins  and  some  of  the  others  can  still  be  acquired  for 
sums  which  would  make  the  collector  of  the  English  series  green  with  envy.  There  is  of  course 
the  notion  that  Greek  coins  are  ‘difficult;’  but  this  book  must  do  a  great  deal  to  dispel  such  a 
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mistaken  idea.  Sear  imparts  basic  information  in  his  introduction  with  a  light  touch.  Good 
modem  works,  where  background  and  further  detail  can  readily  be  found,  are  listed  in  pp.  xxxvii- 
xxxviii. 

Any  Museum  man  will  say  that  Greek  coins  loom  fairly  large  among  his  enquiries  from  the 
public.  Many  concern  modern  fakes  or  reproductions  of  varying  fidelity  and  are  easily,  or  can  be, 
told  from  the  originals.  The  remainder,  however,  include  a  preponderance  of  rather  nasty  bronze- 
worn  or  corroded — bought,  or  in  favourable  circumstances,  actually  picked  up  during  Mediter¬ 
ranean  holidays.  Seaby ’s  Greek  Coins  has  from  its  editio  princeps  in  the  magical  year  of  1951 
served  as  a  first  line  of  defence. 

It  should  perhaps  be  pointed  out  that  the  coverage  of  Celtic  coins,  of  Britain  and  Gaul  in 
particular,  is  highly  selective.  The  Ancient  British  series  is  covered  with  much  greater  complete¬ 
ness,  including  several  pieces  unknown  to  Mack,  in  the  Standard  Catalogue.  Here  we  only  have 
the  uninscribed  issues.  It  is,  I  think,  rather  a  pity  that  Sear  has  not  permitted  himself  to  abandon 
the  traditional,  but  now  superseded,  ascription  of  some  of  the  pieces,  a  matter  to  which  reference 
is  made  in  p.  21.  Current  work  by  Mile.  Scheers  and  others  is  likely  to  affect  our  ideas  of  the 
Gaulish  coinage  even  more  in  the  near  future,  however.  On  a  mere  detail,  the  “ram’s  horns  (  ?)” 
over  the  horse  on  the  reverse  of  no.  167  are,  I  think,  much  more  likely  to  be  the  .peering  face  of 
the  Moon,  as  seen  on  the  well-known  bronze  coin  of  the  Silvanectes  of  Brittany  (De  la  Tour,  no. 
9194;  cf.  Antiq.  Joum.  lviii.i  (1978),  153). 

This  edition,  with  its  great  wealth  of  illustration,  is  really  a  most  profound  necessity  for  the 
museum  bookshelf,  and  we  look  forward  with  eagerness  to  the  appearance  of  volume  II— George 
C.  Boon.

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MEDAL  COLLECTORS’  SECTION 
THE  ORDER  OF  THE  HOLY  GHOST  1578-1978

Some  months  ago  as  I  studied  the  medallions  offered  for  sale  in  the  “Bulletin'’  my 
eye  was  caught  by  a  French  silver  medal  struck  in  1778  to  the  design  of  N.  N. 
Gatteaux  commemorating  the  bi-centenary  of  the  foundation  of  the  Order  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  the  premier  chivalric  Order  of  the  French  monarchy.  On  the  obverse 
was  the  portrait  of  the  ill-fated  King  Louis  XVI  wearing  the  robes  of  the  Order  and 
on  the  reverse  the  nimbiate  Dove,  emblem  of  the  Order,  set  within  a  representation 
of  the  Collar.  This  medal  was  of  interest  not  only  in  itself  but  also  as  a  link  with  one 
of  the  most  distinguished  of  European  Orders  and  one  that  has  exercised  enormous 
influence  on  the  design  of  many  others.  As  the  medal  was  offered  for  sale  in  the 
year  that  there  fell  the  400th  anniversary  of  the  foundation  of  the  Saint-Esprit,1 
it  was  an  offer  that  I  felt  quite  unable  to  refuse  and  a  telephone  call  secured  the 
piece  and  prompted  me  to  further  reflections  and  to  research  into  the  somewhat 
chequered  history  of  the  Order. 

Although  it  ranked  as  the  most  senior  Order  in  the  gift  of  the  Kings  of  France 
from  its  inception  it  was  not,  unlike  the  Garter  in  England,  or  the  Golden  Fleece  in 
Austria  and  Spain,  the  oldest  honour  in  France.  Senior  to  it  in  age  was  the  Order  of 
St.  Michael  founded  by  King  Louis  XI  in  1469.  The  original  thirty-six  Knights  of 
that  Order  were  increased  to  fifty  by  King  Charles  IX  in  1563  but  in  1578  his  brother. 
King  Henri  III  (1574-1589)  founded  the  Order  of  the  Holy  Ghost  which  was  limited 
to  one  hundred  members,  not  including  foreign  Knights,  all  of  whom  belonged  to  a 
single  class  as  in  other  great  national  orders.  The  membership  was  not  excessive  by 
comparison  with  the  Garter  which  has  the  Sovereign,  Prince  of  Wales  and  twenty 
four  Knights  as  France  had  a  population  approximately  four  times  that  of  England. 
The  new  Order  was  conferred  on  the  existing  Knights  of  St.  Michael  and  the  collar 
of  the  older  Order  was  subsequently  conferred  automatically  upon  Knights  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  In  a  full  heraldic  display  the  Royal  Arms  and  those  of  Knights  of  the 
Order  were  usually  shown  surrounded  by  the  collars  of  both  Orders,  that  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  being  outer-most.  Usually  the  collar  of  the  Holy  Ghost  alone  was  worn  but 
examples  can  be  found  of  the  two  collars  being  worn  together2.  The  history  of  the 
Order  of  St.  Michael  after  1578  closely  followed  that  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

As  with  all  other  contemporary  Orders  the  new  foundation  bore  a  religious 
dedication  and  one  that  was  particularly  opposite  in  France  where  the  Dove,  emblem 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  had  brought  the  ampulla  of  holy  oil  and  anointed  the  head  of 
Clovis,  the  first  Christian  King  of  the  Franks,  when  he  was  baptised  by  St.  Remi  in 
496,  and  it  became  traditional  for  the  Kings  of  France  to  receive  the  “Eighth  Sacra¬ 
ment”  of  anointing  and  coronation  at  Rheims.  The  descending  white  Dove  at  the 
centre  of  a  nimbus  of  golden  rays  was  represented  on  the  collar  badge  as  the  central 
motif  of  a  gold,  ball-tipped  Maltese  cross  enamelled  green  with  a  deep  white  border. 
In  the  centre  of  the  reverse,  which  was  similar,  was  a  circular  medallion  bearing  the 
image  of  St.  Michael  indicating  the  union  of  the  two  Orders.  In  each  of  the  angles 
between  the  arms  of  the  cross  there  was  a  gold  fleur-de-lis,  itself  indicated  in  a  vision 
of  the  Virgin  Mary  to  Clovis’  wife  Clothilda  as  the  emblem  of  the  monarchy. 
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This  design  was  to  he  of  fundamental  importance  in  the  development  of  other 
Orders;  in  France  it  was  used  as  the  basis  for  the  later  badge  of  the  Order  of  St. 
Michael,  for  the  united  Order  of  St.  Lazarus  and  of  the  Virgin  Mary  of  Mount 
Carmel  founded  by  King  Henri  IV  in  1608,  for  the  Royal  Military  Order  of  St. 
Louis  founded  by  King  Louis  XIV  in  1693  and  the  Military  Order  of  Merit  founded 
by  King  Louis  XV  in  1759.  All  of  these  Orders  used  a  Maltese  cross  and  bore  fleur  de 
lys  as  also  do  Orders  founded  by  other  branches  of  the  Bourbon  family.  In  the  King¬ 
dom  of  Naples  the  Order  of  St.  Januarius  (1738)  founded  by  the  Bourbon  King 
Charles  was  very  similar  but  with  the  cross  enamelled  red  and  the  Martyr  Bishop 
replacing  the  dove,  but  retaining  the  lilies,  as  does  the  Spanish  Order  of  Charles  III 
founded  in  1771-72  by  the  Bourbon  King  of  that  name,  with  a  blue  cross  supporting 
an  image  of  the  Virgin  Mary.  The  Bulgarian  Order  of  St.  Cyril  and  St.  Methodius, 
founded  in  1909  by  King  Ferdinand  I,  himself  partly  of  French  descent,  used  the 
Maltese  cross  and  the  lilies  mounted  on  flames  in  its  design.  The  badge,  star  and 
single  class  were  all  derived  from  the  Holy  Ghost.  Many  other  European  Orders 
although  not  founded  by  the  Bourbons,  employed  the  design  but  added  their  own 
royal  or  national  emblems  in  place  of  the  lilies. 

The  collar  from  which  the  badge  was  suspended  by  two  small  lengths  of  chain 
consisted  of  gold  fleur-de-lis  alternating  with  the  capital  letter  H  with  a  gold  border 
and  trophies  of  arms,  emblems  of  knighthood,  all  with  enamelled  “tongues  of 
flame”,  emblematic  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  The  separate  devices  were  joined  by  chain 
links.  Once  again  prominence  is  given  to  the  lily  which  formed  the  device  immediately 
above  the  badge  and  also  separated  the  H  and  trophy  of  arms  devices. 

From  its  foundation  the  Order  had  a  riband  as  an  alternative  to  the  collar,  a  means 
of  wearing  the  badge  which  had  developed  some  years  earlier  in  the  case  of  the  Garter 
(in  the  reign  of  King  Henry  VIII)  and  the  Golden  Fleece.  As  with  these  Orders, 
the  riband  was  worn  at  first  around  the  neck  and  clerical  members  of  the  Order 
always  wore  the  badge  on  a  wide  necklet  with  either  full  vestments  or  clerical  dress ; 
in  the  reign  of  King  Louis  XIV  (1643-1715)  the  riband  began  to  be  worn  by  the 
laity  as  a  sash  over  the  right  shoulder  with  the  badge  resting  on  the  left  hip.  The 
alteration  was  probably  due  to  changing  fashion ;  a  necklet  was  suitable  with  a  close- 
fitting  doublet  and  is  so  shown  in  portraits  of  King  Henri  IV  (1589-1610)  and  of  his 
son  King  Louis  XIII  (1610-1643)  but  was  less  elegant  with  the  skirted  coat  of  the 
second  half  of  the  seventeenth  century.  King  Louis  XIV  was  portrayed  in  an  en¬ 
graving  of  1664?  and  in  a  painting  of  16674  wearing  the  riband  as  a  sash  and  this  style 
of  wearing  the  Garter  riband  can  be  seen  on  some  of  the  later  portraits  of  King 
Charles  I.  The  two  courts  were  related  through  his  Queen,  Henrietta  Maria,  the 
sister  of  King  Louis  XIII,  and  their  daughter,  Henrietta  Anne,  who  married  the 
brother  of  King  Louis  XIV,  the  Due  d’Orleans.  By  this  time  the  riband  was  estab¬ 
lished  as  being  saxe-  or  mid-blue  moire  silk  rather  than  the  lighter  blue  used  in  the 
reign  of  King  Louis  XIII  and  this  later  type  can  be  seen  in  the  numerous  portraits  of 
King  Louis  XIV  and  his  family,  of  King  Louis  XV  and  of  King  Louis  XVI  (an 
especially  good  example  is  the  portrait  of  1775  by  Duplessis  at  Versailles)  and  in  the 
early  nineteenth  century  portrait  of  the  Due  d’Angouleme,  son  of  King  Charles  X.5 
Slight  variations  in  individual  portraits  are  doubtless  due  to  the  pigment  and  sur¬ 
viving  examples  such  as  that  illustrated  by  Mericka6  have  doubtless  acquired  their 
paler  hue  through  the  fading  of  the  fabric  which  has  not  retained  the  original  colour. 
Like  many  great  European  Orders  the  Holy  Ghost  used  blue  for  its  riband,  pre¬ 
sumably  because  of  its  heavenly  shade  which  was  also  the  ground  colour  of  the  French 
Royal  Arms;  the  sash  was  in  fact  the  original  “cordon  bleu”.  Unlike  the  Garter  and 
Thistle  but  like  most  others  Orders  the  collar  and  sash  badges  of  the  Holy  Ghost  were 
identical. 
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The  star  of  the  Order,  a  copy  of  the  badge,  seems  to  have  appeared  at  the  same 
time  as  the  riband  began  to  be  worn  as  a  sash,  once  again  like  King  Charles  I  in 
England  who  first  introduced  the  star.  As  in  England,  some  of  the  earliest  French 
versions  appear  as  large  embroidered  copies  of  the  badge  on  the  shoulders  of  cloaks 
and  this  appears  as  late  as  1687  but  as  early  as  1667  King  Louis  XIV  was  portrayed 
as  wearing  a  star  of  approximately  the  modern  size7.  These  early  stars  were  made  of 
silver  thread  until  at  least  18 14 8  but  in  the  restoration  period  a  sturdier  version  in 
silver  appears  to  have  come  into  use.  Members  of  the  royal  family  also  wore  diamond 
stars  on  ceremonial  occasions.  Thus,  Madame  de  la  Tour  du  Pin  wrote  of  King 
Louis  XVI,  “He  wore  the  diamond  star  of  the  Order  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  It  was  only 
on  his  feast  day  or  on  days  of  gala  or  great  ceremonial  that  he  wore  the  ribbon  over 
his  coat”9.  However,  most  portraits  show  the  Bourbons  wearing  silver  stars.  The  star, 
like  the  collar  badge,  was  extensively  copied  with  appropriate  variations  both  in 
Orders  founded  by  the  Bourbons  and  by  other  dynasties. 

The  robes  of  the  Order  consisted  of  a  velvet  coat  embroidered  with  gold  flames 
and  bordered  with  fleur  de  lys  and  other  symbols  over  which  was  worn  a  blue  mantle 
similarly  strewn  with  flames  and  edged  with  copies  of  the  collar  devices  and  bore  a 
representation  of  the  badge  on  the  breast.  The  mantle  was  edged  and  lined  with  gold 
material  and  had  a  deep  gold  collar  heavily  embroidered  with  flames  over  which  was 
worn  the  Collar  of  the  Order.  It  formed  a  full-length  tabard,  open  at  the  sides, 
fastened  by  gold  cords  on  the  right  shoulder  and  was  similar  to  the  robes  of  the 
Golden  Fleece.  In  the  seventeenth  century  a  ruff  was  worn  around  the  neck10  but  in 
the  eighteenth  century  this  was  replaced  by  a  jabot.  The  Knights  also  wore  a  black 
hat  with  white  plumes.  Beneath  the  mantle  was  worn  a  suit  consisting  of  a  white 
doublet,  breeches,  stockings  and  shoes  with  rosettes  similar  to  those  of  the  Garter. 
This  may  have  replaced  the  coat,  and  these  can  clearly  be  seen  in  a  painting  of  the 
Knights  of  the  Order  paying  homage  to  King  Louis  XVI  n.  A  fully  robed  Knight 
thus  wore  similar  robes  to  the  lily-strewn  state  robes  of  the  King.  Although  the  Order 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  derived  much  of  its  insignia  from  the  existing  Orders  of  the  Garter 
and  the  Golden  Fleece  it,  in  its  turn,  was  to  influence  numerous  other  European 
Orders. 

Despite  its  eventual  splendour  and  dignify  the  Order  was  not  at  first  received  with 
uncritical  acclaim  due  to  the  eccentricities  of  King  Henri  III  and  some  of  the  early 
recipients  of  the  Order.  In  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries  the  Order 
reached  its  zenith  when  it  was  the  reward  for  the  ministers,  diplomats,  generals, 
nobles  and  prelates  who  served  the  French  crown.  The  required  age  for  membership 
was  thirty-five  unless  a  special  dispensation  was  obtained,  a  privilege  usually  reserved 
for  princes  of  the  blood.  In  the  eighteenth  century  new  Knights  were  created  at  the 
annual  chapter  of  the  Orders  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  St.  Michael  on  New  Y ear’s  Day 1 2. 
Immediate  members  of  the  royal  family,  as  Sons  of  France,  received  the  Order  at 
birth  and  wore  it  as  children.  The  Order  still  retained  its  spiritual  significance 
reflecting  the  complex  mixture  of  Christian  Kingship,  political  intrique  and  varying 
moral  attitudes  of  the  French  court.  The  Bourbons  were  a  devout  dynasty  and  the 
deeply  religious  Due  de  Bourgogne  (1682-1712),  grandson  of  King  Louis  XIV  and 
father  of  King  Louis  XV  was  in  the  habit  of  wearing  the  robes  of  the  Order  when  he 
attended  Mass  as  a  way  of  shewing  reverence  towards  the  sacrament.  The  Order  was 
prominent  at  the  coronations  of  Kings  of  France;  thus  the  King  swore  the  oath  of  the 
Order  in  addition  to  his  coronation  oath  and  at  the  coronation  of  King  Louis  XIV  in 
1654  the  badge  of  the  Order  was  reproduced  on  the  dorse  of  the  altar  of  Rheims 
Cathedral13.  On  the  morrow  of  his  coronation  in  1825  King  Charles  X  held  a  chapter 
of  the  Order. 
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The  onslaught  of  the  French  Revolution  against  all  forms  of  traditional  govern¬ 
ment  and  society  involved  the  abolition  in  1793  of  the  royal  Orders  but  the  Holy 
Ghost  was  preserved  by  King  Louis  XVTs  exiled  younger  brothers,  the  future  Kings 
Louis  XVIII  and  Charles  X.  In  France  itself  the  artificial  monarchy  of  Napoleon  had 
the  Legion  of  Honour,  first  founded  in  1802,  as  its  national  Order  and  upon  the 
restoration  of  King  Louis  XVIII  in  1814-15  it  was  retained  with  the  insignia  altered 
to  make  it  conform  with  the  return  of  the  Bourbons.  However,  the  old  Orders  of  the 
monarchy  were  naturally  re-established  and  contemporary  portraits  and  busts  of  the 
French  royal  family  shew  the  Kings  and  princes  wearing  the  insignia  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.  In  April,  1814  on  the  eve  of  his  return  to  France  from  England  King  Louis 
XVIII  bestowed  the  Order  upon  the  Prince  Regent  who  in  turn  gave  him  the  Garter. 
Other  contemporary  British  recipients  were  the  Regent’s  brothers,  the  Dukes  of 
York  and  Clarence  (later  William  IV)  and  the  Duke  of  Wellington;  another  new 
recipient  was  the  Austrian  field  marshal  Schwarzenberg,  commander  of  the  allied 
forces  against  Napoleon  in  1813-14  and  whose  insignia  is  preserved  at  Orlik 
Castle14.  In  1820  the  Order  was  bestowed  upon  Talleyrand,  the  architect  of  the 
Restoration.  Unfortunately  this  restoration  was  short-lived  for  in  July  1830 
revolution  once  more  broke  out  in  France;  King  Charles  X  abdicated  in  favour 
of  his  grandson  the  Comte  de  Chambord  (King  Henri  V)  and  went  into  exile 
but  the  course  of  revolution  set  aside  the  main  line  of  the  Bourbons  and  Louis 
Philippe,  Due  d’Orleans,  who  was  descended  from  the  younger  brother  of  King 
Louis  XIV  assumed  power  as  King  of  the  French.  The  July  monarchy  was  in  essence 
a  crowned  republic  and  the  new  King,  unlike  William  and  Mary  in  England,  pre¬ 
served  little  of  the  outward  forms  of  the  traditional  monarchy.  Under  Louis  Philippe 
the  Legion  of  Honour  was  the  principal  Order  of  the  Crown  and  the  old  orders 
remained  the  preserve  of  the  legitimist  Kings  Charles  X  (died  1836)  and  Henri  V. 
Louis  Philippe  himself  was  dethroned  in  1848  and  after  the  successive  failures  of  the 
Second  Republic  and  the  Second  Empire  the  restoration  of  King  Henri  V  was 
actively  considered  in  1873,  but  instead  the  Third  Republic  was  established  in  1875. 
When  King  Henri  V  died  in  1883  the  claim  to  the  French  throne  was  divided  between 
the  descendants  of  Louis  Philippe,  whose  grandson  had  been  recognised  by  Henri  as 
his  heir,  and  are  now  represented  by  the  Comte  de  Paris  (King  Henri  VI)  who  could 
thus  claim  the  gift  of  the  Order  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  the  Duke  of  Madrid,  the 
Carlist  claimant  to  the  Spanish  throne,  the  direct  male  descendant  of  King  Philip  V 
of  Spain,  grandson  of  King  Louis  XIV.  In  1931  the  then  Duke  was  reconciled  with 
King  Alfonso  XIII  of  Spain  and  bestowed  upon  him  the  Collar  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
In  return  the  King  promised  to  maintain  the  Bourbon  claims  in  France  and  in  1936 
he  became  head  of  the  House  of  Bourbon.  Upon  his  death  in  1941  these  claims  passed, 
not  to  his  third  son  the  Infante  Don  Juan  Count  of  Barcelona  who  inherited  all  his 
Spanish  claims,  but  to  his  second  son  the  Infante  Don  Jaime  Duke  of  Segovia 
(1908-75)  who  because  of  physical  disability  had  renounced  his  Spanish  claims  and  in 
1946  assumed  the  title  Duke  of  Anjou  (held  by  the  first  Bourbon  King  of  Spain)  and 
also  the  headship  of  the  Bourbon  dynasty.  He  re-established  the  Orders  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  St.  Michael  and  as  Head  and  Sovereign  Grand  Master  conferred  the 
Order  upon,  amongst  others,  his  sons,  the  Dukes  of  Bourbon  and  Aquitaine.  In  1975 
the  headship  passed  to  his  eldest  son  the  Duke  of  Anjou,  Bourbon  and  Cadiz15. 

Thus,  once  more  established,  the  Order  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  founded  by  King 
Henri  III  in  1578  and  despite  its  many  vicissitudes  still  survives  to  enter  its  fifth 
century.  Throughout  the  dramatic  events  of  the  two  centuries  since  Gatteaux  pro¬ 
duced  his  medal  for  King  Louis  XVI  the  Order  he  celebrated  has  stubbornly  refused 
to  be  extinguished.
